Vogt was Instantly killed. His skull 


was crushed. Both men were found three 
or four feet from the main line track on 
which the Aiameda local runs. They laid 
out over night. 


They were first discovered by John 


n, an employe of the Southern Pa- 
hile going to -work this morning. 


TheyWere removed to the Receiving Hos- 
plta.i«oii stretchers by J. S. Biven ,a me- 
chanic, and A. L. Rioton, a fireman. 


Vogt, the dead man, i»-30 or 35 years 


of age. His hair is a dark brown. 
He 


has a'sandy mustache, which drops about 
a firm mouth. His eyes are blue. 


He answers the general description of

terrible eruption of November 6 occurred. 
The shocks from the explosions of the 
volcano were plainly felt In the capital, 
causing; great pxcltment among the peo- 
ple-. The next day the news of tho fright- 
ful havoc wrought by Santa Maria reach- 
ed the city and I started at once for my 
plantation. I reached a point four miles 
from my home on November S, but I was 
unable to go a.ny further on account of 
the stifling fumes and gases from 
tho 


volcano. Which was still active and emit- 
ting huge, columns of fire and ashes. 
The 


eruptions ceased on the morning of No- 
vember i), when I ventured to my planta- 
tion, and found it burled beneath ten feet 
of ashes, mud and sand. 
Everything on 


the plantation was in ruins. Out of 112 
laborers employed on the plantation all 
except seven perished. 
The seven who 


escaped happened to be visiting a farm 
eight miles further from the volcano that 
day and when they saw the danger took

wherewith to buy something you need, yuu 
make somcthlnjc else take its place. And if 
you have the money, and yet find ditliculties 
ii, sending for what yon want and hauling j 
it home, when it" eomes to a distant station, [ 
the result is the .same—you do without ur 
yon make yomuthing else "do.1" 


Suppose that a Tar Heel mountaineer has 


choseu his bride, bought a mule and saved 
e-iough money to pun.-haso a j>w acres of 
land. 
It will be woudlaad, because that is 


cheaper than a clearing, aud also iiecausi- 
ho wants the wood fur his ilres and i'or 
timber. lie clears a corurU'ld lirst aud planis 
n. crop, for bis mule must havi; somelhinj: to 
eat in the days to come. The trees that arc 
good only for lirewood ho cuts into six-font 
pieces, splits and stacks 
t IIP in up to dry. 


Any lops that arc of a sine, suitable for build-
